It was the ſelf-ſame zeal for God which © the months of 
thoſe great and holy men, who were the Worthies of Iſrael, in thoſe 
later ages of the Church, whom-God made uſe of in the time of 
our fore-Fathers, to take in hand that great work of Reformation 
both in this Kingdom, and inall other Countries;: from whence 
have been rejefted the errors, ſuperſtitions, and'the other abuſes : 
which the Pope and his Emiſſaries had introducedinto'the Chriſti- ' 
an Religion. Whereby it was become ſo disfigured, 'that ſcarce | 
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conld it be known, when compared with what it had been in the 
mouths, writings, and practice of the holy Apoſtles, and their ' 
neareſt ſucceſſors. A man is not therefore contentious for diſpu- 
ting; conteſting, crying, and keeping a great ſtir when there is | 
cauſe for it, and the thing deſerves it.

whatever it be whom Gad: ſo far afflits, as to ſend among them 
= 205 that temper, and to ſuffer then at any time to riſe to 
that degree of power, which enables them to manifeſt how far 
their ill humour may ſpread, and what effefts it is able to pro- 
duce; when there is nothing to keep it within the limits of mode- 
ration, and to reſtrain its excurſions and excelles. A wild Boar 
ina Vineyard, a. Woolf ina Sheepfold, a violent ſtorm of Hail 
upon. a Corn-field ready. for the fickle, animpetuous Torrent 
which runs and ſpreads all over a Plain, donot cauſe more difor- 
der. For theſaid humour ſpoils, deſtroys, plucks up, pullsdown, 
and finally hurries all without difference, whatever falls under 
herhand, or lights in her way.:-;And-ſhe is no.longer able to ſuf- 
fer-any thing, :but what ſhe does and orders her ſelf. Would to 
God that the ſad.gnd woful experience we-have had of it theſema- 
nyyearsboth in' @urch and'State-m theſe three Kingdoms,did not. 
eaſe us of the trouble of ſeeking;in-other Countries, for examples 
" to confirm whether it be ſo or not! And would to God that their 
'Mhimour had©ſo far left them' who have been ſick with it, and 
that the force ofits venom, wereſo much exſtinguiſhed in' thoſe- 
where'it is yet to be foiind; that there wereno more cauſe to fear 
its contagion, and no:more needof ſpeaking of it, nor of ſecking. 
of proper remedies to driveit away, and:to prevent it, toavoid all 


manger of relapſes. . Howbeit, before: we treat of its remedies, 
<0; 666 cs ; we 
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we muſt ſpeaka word of its effe&ts in the Church of Corinth-: for 
(beſides that our Text binds vs to it ) this will-ſerve to-anſwer.an 
objeCtion, inſhew not conſiderable, which might be made againſt 
ſuch as oppoſe contentious perſons. For may it not be objefted 
to them, that by this their oppoſition, they fall into the ſameex- 
treme, and: that themſelves become contentious? And would it 
not ſeem much better, if they ſhould comply with ſuch perſons, 
by yielding unto them what they demand, and by ſuffering them ta 
govern themſelves after their own fancy, thereby to induce them 
ro beſilent, and to procure peace; than by oppoſing them, to fall 
into diſputes, and ſometimes into an open War ? This it is that 
humane prudence doth.ſuggeſt,and what doubtleſs is ſometime ex- 
pedient to be done, according to the jun{ture of affairs. © But. St.. 
Paul who knew. how to diſcern between things prohibited, .and. | 
things not expedient, though they are tolerated; who ſo far con- 
deſcended to the Fews, as to cauſe Timothy to be Circumciſed, 
thereby to gratifie them, and who was of ſo complying a diſpoſi- 
tion, as to become all things to all Men, to win ſome to his Ma- 
ſter, notwithſtanding did not think it-convenient in this preſent- 
caſe, to:comply with the contentious of the-Church of Cormeh.. 
I confeſs the matter was not great ; for it was not about any Fun-- 
damental Point of Faith, it was not about-the Language that 
Prayer ſhould be ſaid in; nor about. the object 'it was to be di-. 
rected to, that they diſputed. . They did not ſo much as queſti- 
on what perſon it was that ſhould pray in the Congregation : The 
only queſtion was about the different manner that the Apoſtles. . 
had thought it convenient that either Sex ſhould hear it in, and: 
ſhould be preſent at that Service which was rendered to God in: 
his Church. Nevertheleſs, though the thing in it ſelf was of fo; 
mean a conſequence, he is unwilling to ſooth-in-their-ill humour,, 
thoſe contentious perſons who were ſo:raſhas to violate the Or-: 


-ders eſtabliſhed in the Church of God::. And he-thinks it more ex-, 


pedient to inſtru, and to reprove them. 


He takes this courſe with them, firſt becauſe he knows-that con-: 


_ tention taken in general, whateyer the cauſe of it be, isa moſt dan- 


gerous thing ; *and which-.( if order be not the ſooner taken to, 


 ſtopits progreſs )) ſoon degeneratesintoSchi/er,  from-which men 


readily paſs into Errors.and Hereſies, Thecontention of the Co-: 


 rinthians had already proceeded thus far, and broughtforth all . 


theſeevil effefts in that Charch ; asappears by the 18. and 1 9.Ver-- 
ſes of this Chapter, where the Apoſtle tells them, that he _

that there be 4ivifors among them, and that he ſees them already * 
in the High-way which leads to/Hereſies, towards: which they 
haſten apace. Theſe are the uſual conſequences of all-ſorts of 
contentions in mattersof Religion. For ſtraight-way the conten- 
tious divide into parties, and that party they have once embraced 
they ſtick toobſtinately, holding themſelves obliged in honour to + | - 
doany thing in the defence" of it ; even to die rather than forſake 
it, thereby to purchaſe the praiſe of being zealons, couragious 
and conſtant. Th Sls 
Secondly, the Apoſtle holds it more expedient to inſtruCt and 
rebuke thecontentious of Cora inthe preſent caſe, than to ſuffer 
them toatt according to their fancy, though it be but about a 
bare Ceremony : Becauſe he knows the method, and the deprhs of 
Saran. For this crafty Enemy doth never thruſt thoſe he intends 
to make his Inſtruments ſo far at firſt daſh, as he means to- drive 
them by degrees: He doth not fo much as diſcover unto them 
hisIntentions. Many who become the great props of his Empire, 
| would at firſt have withdrawn themſeives with horror from: his 
ſervice, if they had known what gulf he intended to precipitate 
them into, and of how many evils he meant to make them theun- 
| juſt and fatal inſtruments. All 'that he inſpired at firit into-the 
contentious perſons of Corinth, was to the men that they ſhould be 
covered in the Congregation, during the time of Divine Service, 
; andtothe Women that they ſhould be uncovered, contrary to 
what had been preſcribed unto them. - But he had no ſooner. won 
thus much- upon them, which doubtleſs 'to them ſeemed a fs 
ſmall matter ( although it be always a great matter for to re 
the Orders of the Church ) but he drove them a great way fur- 
» { ther. From the contemptof a meer Ceremony, he carried them 
| to aſſault the Holy Sacrament of the Lord's Supper ; and from 
the trreverence in Prayer and Prophecy (whether by Prophecy be 
underſtood the Preachingof the Word, or the ſinging of the Prai- 
ſes of God )) he led them-tothe profaning of that Sacred Myſte- 
' Ty- And fo great became that profanation, - that it cannot be 
| ſpokenof without horour, ſome becoming ſo infolentand brutiſh 
| as to make themſelves drank in the Feaſts of Charity ( as they 
termed them') which uſed to accompany that Sacrament. Hath 
not that old ——_ bethought himſelf of the ſame craft? And: 
hath he not uſed the-ſame method to ſeduce many amongit us,; 
_ | whenodoubt would have abhorred themſelves when they firſt re-; 
| ceived his pay, and fought under his banner, if they ga: = 
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haveſeen themſelves in that condition they have been in ſince ?' At 
firſt they had only ſome ſmall matter to obje& againſt our Biſhops, 
our Liturgy; the manner of our Adminiſtring Baptiſm, receiving 
the Holy Communion, and againſt our Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline”: 
In the end, have not ſome or other of them come to that paſs as 
to reject all manner of Miniſters, all manner of Liturgies, evento 
the Lord's Prayer, the Creed, and the Ten Commandments; 
abſolutely to condemn Infant Baptiſm, and the Celebrating of 
the Lord's-Supper, either wholly neglefing it, or receiving it 
only with a ſmall number of ſele&t Members, as 'f all others had 
been Excommunicated : and finally ( under pretence of maintain- 
ing their Chriſtian Liberty ) to make themſelves right ndeper- 
derts.in all things. O how happy had weall been, both they and 
we, if fome great Apoſtle like St. Pauthad inſtrufted and rebuked 
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them as he did the Corinthians! Or rather, if they would have | 


hearkened to. his reaſoning, and yielded to his advice ! For let

them ſay what they will, God never left them without a witneſs. | 


And what St. Paul did in his time ſay unto the contentious of Co- 
rizth, hath he not ſaid the ſame over and over, in his writingsto 


the contentious of this Kingdom ? If any man ſeemeth to be contens< ) 


tious, we have no ſuch cuſtom, neither the Churches of God. | 
That 1s the laſtand the great Remedy he preſcribes them for 
their cure. And ſuch a remedy it is no'doubt, as is capable to 
cure any ſpirit that is not altogether incurable, when its fquea- 
miſhneſs proceeds only from a Ceremony it cannot- reliſh. - Yet 
it is not the only remedy which he applied to cure thoſe of Corinth, 
for he had before offerred them others. For as the holy Apoſtles 
never conſtituted any thing in the Churches of God, but upon ve- 
ry good and pertinent grounds ; in the fore-going Verſes he alk 
ledged ſeveral reaſons for that particular : Some taken from what 
Men and Women are in relation each to other, and what both 
are in relation toChriſt : others from the preſence of the holy An- 
gels, who never fail to. be preſent in the Aſſemblies of the faith- 
fnl, and who doubtleſs cannot but be much offended if they ſee 
Men or Women wander from that reſpeft and modeſty, which 
ought to appear in their behaviour when they are Aſſembled in the 
Church, which ts the houſe of the living God, to ſerve and worſhip 
him, and to pay him their homages. He appealseven to Nature, 
which teaches either Sex that diſtinion, and that modeſty which 
herequires of them, when they come into the preſence of God in 

his holy Church, = 51+ | © 2h 
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-* Butas for contentious ſpirits, asheknows that they do not eaſt- 
Jy yield, and that they have ſtill ſomething to reply, whether 
Tight or wrong; eſpecially when the debate is about a Ceremony 
.of which it is not to beexpected that a Mathematical demonitra- 
tion ſhould be made, no more than it can of Moral things, where- 
In Philoſophy it ſelf confeſſes that there isnone to be given. He 
comes to the laſt reaſon, which alone ought to ſuffice in things of 
ths nature, though no other could be alledged, and which in- 
eed ought to be alledged alone without any more ado, when 'we 
 thave todeal-with contentious perſons. Itis in a word, ſaith-he, 
{ that it is net the cuſtom for Men to be cover'd in the Church, nor 
for Women tobe uncovered. -He alledges many reaſons for it 
( as we obſerved but now) for thoſe who are capable of fatisfaCti- 
on : And thus we are to proceed with reaſonable perſons - But for 
' Fuch whomno reaſon can ſatisfie, and who will be alwaystalking, 
_ diſputing, contradifting, and-clamouring, he doth not think 
' them worthy of any other anſwer, than telling them that- ſuch is 
' the cuſtom received and practiſed in the Church of God. Let 
them talk, anſwer again and again, ask never ſo many queſtions, 
© { though they never acquieſce nor be ſilent, that's all they are like 
to have of the Apoſtle, or of any rational Man who is acquainted 
-with ſuch, as indeed it isall they deſerve, to wit, We have, or, 
| .we have not ſuch a cuStom, | 
There is no one action either in a civil life, or in the praCtice 
of Religion, which is not accompanied with certain circumſtan- 
ces, the reaſon of which (more than what is derived from cuſtom) 
 -would puzzle the moſt experienced and clear-ſighted in things of 
this nature ; if they were asked why ſuch a thing is done, or why 
done.in- this manner and not in another ; or why it may not as 
© .. avell bedone thus or thus? Nor doubtleſs, but that there are'or 
have been ſome reaſons for it, but either they are forgotten, or 
no Onger thought good, or indeed are no longer ſo. For it hap- 
| Pons requently that the ſame reaſon which at one time hath been 
forceable, to oblige to thedoing of a thing in ſuch a manner, is not 
.of the ſame validity to bind todo the ſame at another time. What 
.is then to be done in this caſe? Muſt ſuch things be therefore neg- 
lefted, contemned, or violated ? God forbid : Solong as they ſhall 
be in force, ſo Jong as thoſe to whom the care and inſpetion 
over things of this nature is committed ( whether Magiſtrates 
or: Paſtors ) ſhall think fit they be obſerved; and ſo as long as 
.they themſelyes obſerve them, and ſhall inſiſt upon this gr ud, 
| e 
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We have, or, have not ſuch acuſtom; every private perſon is bound 
with all humility, meekneſs, and without noiſe, contention or 
murmuring to ſubmit themſelves thereunto, In France ( for ex- 
ample ) it is the cuſtom there when any one ſneezeth to ſalute 
that perſon, and to make ſome ſhort wiſh or prayer in her- behalf. 
And though many reaſons be alledged for this Ceremony, there is 
not any one certain or ſatisfatory, or which may take placein this 
preſent Age. Beſides, it is the cuſtom in the Reformed Churches of 
that Kingdom, at the cloſe of the Communion, to ſing the Song of Si- 
meon kneelling. And it would puzzle any one to bring a reaſon why the 
C anticle of Simeon ſhould be ſung in that poſture, rather than the Pſalms 
of David, many of which are Prayers throughout as well as this. 
But it is enough to ſatisfie any rational perſon, to alledge cuſtom 
in theſe two particulars, as in all other things of the ſame nature, 
And more than this is not required to bind men to conform: to 
what others do ; unleſs they mean, not only to- be. reputed con- 
tentious, ſuperſtitious, and ridiculous, but really to be ſuch. \ 
But when beſides the cuſtom of every particular Church (which 
alone is ſufficient to oblige to a Conformity therewith, not its 
members only, but even all, who upon occaſion happen to meer 
with them) it may be farther alledged, that it is the univerſal, 
practice of all other Churches, as Saint Paxl doth in this place z 
where, after he hath ſaid that whether the other Apoſtles and 
himſelf, whether the Church of Philipps, where he was at the 
writing of this Epiſtle, had no ſuch cuſtom, he addeth, neither 
the Churches of God, 1ſay a Cuſtom ſo generally received is of 
ſuch conſideration , as adds very much weight to 4 thing to 
cauſe it to. be obſerved. -For although what Saint p 1c Bug 
faith, viz. That what # received univerſally in. all places, which ts 
not found to be eſtabliſhed by the Decree of any Council, ought to 
be held of Apoſtolical inſtitution; were not as certain. as it 1s pro- 
bable ; yet were it not to be altogether contention, and to be 
xleſgd with a Spirit of contradiftion, and frowardnef,, made, as 
it were, in oppolition to. all others, as to withdraw from a cu- 
ſtom generally received and allowed of by all the World ? 
And who can poſſibly come to that paſs, but ſuch as are exceed-; 
ing raſh and preſumptuous, or ſuch as abound over much in their 
own ſenſe ? And whereas the Apoſtle requires that men be ſoberly 
wiſe, are not ſuch even drunk, giddy and ſtupified with their 
own Wiſdom; that is, they have ſo much of it, orat leaſt think 
ſo, that they have none at W—_ | 
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 rhety 'were cnflamed, and which did bear vp many of them tg.

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Doltyine, Government, and: Publick, Worſpip, what was therein 
to: be rejefted : From Doftrine, al manner of Errors; from 
Government, that Tyrarmy which the Pope had uſurped over 
the other Paſtors, who are Biſhops. by as good a Title as him- 
falf; from Publick Worſhip, Sperſtitions and- Idolatry. They 
did not think it neceſſary to take a quite contrary courſe to 
all theeftabliſhed Cuſtoms ofthe Church of Rome ay 4b only to 
ſuch 'things as were amiſs : On the -contrary they rather en- 
deavoured- to retain all that was yet ſound in that Church. 
And for thoſe things which were bad, only by being abuſed, 


they reduced them to their lawfal uſe: giving all the World, 


by this their proceeding, to underftand that their intention - was 
not to deſtroy the Church , but only to reform it; nor to 
forge a new Religion ( as they falſly ſuggeſted ) but toreſtore 
that which Chriſt and his Apoſtles had taught us, to that pu- 
rity which we fee it hath in their writings, and which it hath 
had in the practice of the- Primitive Chriſtian Church. If 


they had been-of the ſame mind which many at this day ſeem. 


to be of, 'who believe it enough to make a thing bad, and to 
bind -men to cut it off, if it be found in the Church of Rome ; 
upon this- principle they would have been neceſlitated- to have 


rejected the Lord*s Prayer, the Apoſtles Creed, and thoſe of 4- ' 


thanafins, and of Nice, which the Churches of France have com- 
prehended in their Confeſſion of Faith, as well -as ours hath 
done in hers. In a word, the whole 'Bible, which the Church 
of Rome profeſleth to embrace, though ſhe-doth not follow it, 
muſt have been burnt. We muſt no longer have believed in 
God, nor Prayed unto'him, or-given- him Thanks, nor gi- 
ven Alms, or Faſted, + nor built Churches, or met therein to 
ſerve God ina ſolemn manner. And why ? becauſe Kome doth 
all tliis. In this caſe Rome had indeed had juft cauſe to have 
accuſed them of being Apoliyors, Deſtroyers, and the Authors 
of a new and unheard-of Religion. But -they were' of another 
temper, and were-more wiſe and judicious (God be praiſed } 
as we find:to our comfort: otherwiſe:they' would have made 
a ſtrange Reformation.:' Therefore as they have left in the:Do- 
Arineall thoſe 'Truths which are found im Scripture, which is 
the only Spring from whence they ought to be drawn: 1o they 
thaye leit inthe Eccleſiaſtical S——_— not; a Pope, that i

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making that judicious and neceſſary Diſcrimination. They re- 
jected from the Three parts which make up Religion, to wit, 
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epoſe even Kings, and to transferr their Kingdoms ; becauſe 
there is not the leaſt track of any ſuch Officer either in Scripture 
or Antiquity - but a- lawful Subordination of Paſtors, which is 
found both in Antiquity and holy Writ. 
In the ſame manner they proceeded alſo in the Worſhip of 


God. Becauſe there-is' no one ſer form of it in Scripture ( our. 


Saviour having left his Church to that freedom to order the ſame 


- according to their Wiſdom, as ſuited beſt with the times, places, 


and manners of the ſeveral Nations among which it was to be 
eſtabliſhed ) they judged they could not do better, than in. re- 
taining the ſame form of Worſhip, - which the univerſal Chri- 
ſtian Church had for the ſpace of many. Ages heppily made 
uſe of; fitting the ſame the beſt they could to the manners and 
genius of this Nation. And this they did after they had purged 
it of-the Invocations to- Saints and Angels , of thoſe Prayers 
which were grounded upon the merits of- the Martyrs, and 
the pretended virtue of Relicks: of Prayers for the Dead, Ex- 
orciſms, Salt, Spittle, Unions, akd.fach, ſke ſtuff - and: eſpe- 
cially from the Maſs which the Pope had inſerted into. it, and 
which had defaced, - ſullied, and empoiſoned that fair Litur- 
gy of the ancient Church. Let Kome ſeriouſly confeſs' this 
proceeding , - and then let her accuſe the Reformers . of the 
Church of England of having been contentions ;, if it bz found 
that either they have Iaid aſide, or taken. up any one thing 
whereof it may be ſaid, that the. holy Apoſtles, or Apoſtolick 
Churches had, or had:tt ſuch a cuſtom. But ſhe never was able to 
doit; nor never ſhall. | 

But although there never was any Church: leſs contentious 
than this Churchof. Exgland, yet never did any, from the firſt 
beginning- of the' Reformation unto this [preſent day, meet 
with ſo many contentious Spirits as ſhe hath done. And though 
her hands were againſt no. Man, yet the hands of almoſt every 
Man have' been againſt her. And it ſeems that ſhe, like her

They have ſhared among them her Veſtments. And though

But their cenſuring of 
us ( which I conjure them ſeriouſly to conſider ) becomes a Blaſ- 
phemy againſt the Perſon it ſelf ofthe Son of God, Jeſus: Chriſt 
our Lord; ſince it alſo lights upon him. For that gracious Re- 
deemer being in his Agony,: and praying to his Father, :doubt- 
leſs with moſt vehement aftetion, repeated Three times the ſame 
Prayer. And again he-went away and prayed, and ſpake the ſame 
words, . as Saint attbew and Saint Mark. expreſl obſerve -in the 
faithful N arration of that mournful paſlage of his Life. - And 
Saint Lake ſaith, that the laſt time be prayed more earneſty, though 
he repeated the ſame words. If this great example doth not ſtop 
the mouths of all contentious perſons, as to this ſubject, all that 
remains for us to do in their behalf, is to commend them to God ; 
and not to give over repeating our Prayers for them, until we ſee 
them become more reaſonable. 

Theſe. Repetitions which I ſpake of but now, which follow 
one another either immediately or very near, are not, nor ought 
to be made ( as the thing it {elf declares )) but of certain Words, 
or Sentences, or very ſhort Prayers. Upon this account, if the 
ſeveral Repetitions of the Lord?*s Prayer,. which are to be found 
in our Liturgy, were madeeither immediately one after another, 
.or within a ſhort *ſpace, or if we repeated the ſame by number, 
as thoſe. of Rome uſe to do, who repeat it Seven times in ſaying 
their Beads,. and'Sixteen times in ſaying their Roſary, always in- 
terpoling Ten Ave Maries one after another, between Two Pater 
Nofers, 'unleſs it be in the beginning, where they ſay but Three 
of them-only.: I ſay upon ſuch an' account.-we might juſtly .be 
cenſured for uſing vain Repetitions. in theſe: places:-of our Ziturgy. 
But it is not our praftice ;_which.in ſhort is thus: . The pn

Lord, in all this ation. Every one knows it is the cuſtom in 
France, that Miniſters when they are ordained do kneel, and re- 
main in that poſture, during the impoſition of Hands upon them : 
and yet there are none ſo ſimple as to charge them with Idetatry, 
2s thongh they worſhipped him, from whom they receive the im- 
poſition of hands. ' No more is the Church of England cenſured by 
any, becauſe ſhe binds the Congregation to hear the Command- 
ments read kyeeling, unleſs it be perhaps by thoſe poor deluded 
people called Qzakgrs, who hold all men to be Idolaters, becauſe 
they ſalute one another, by pulling the Hat off when they meet. 
Our Saviour hath commanded us to celebrate the memory of his 
death, in partaking of the ſacred Myſtery of the holy Communion; 
but henever preſcribed the manner wherein we ſhould doit. He 
did only tell us that we ſhould” do this in remembrance of him, but 
didnot bid we ſhould do itin chi, or in that manner-; having left 
it, asalF other things of that nature, which are but circumſtances, 
to: his Churches difcretion. Inſomuch that it belongs to her to 
order what ſhe judges moſt expedient for God% glory, and moſt 
proper to edifie the faithful, and to quicken up their Devotion. 
And therefore the Church of Chriſt hath in all ages made uſe of 
this liberty, having regulated theſe things diverſly, -according to 
the diverſity of Nations, among which- God?s Providence difper- 
ſed her. It was by virtue of this privilege thatthe Church, when 


ſhe reformed the Superſtitions which were crept into Religion in 


moſt of the States of Exrope, ordered that the holy Communion 
ſhould in ſome places be received ſittmyg at the Table, in others 
ſtanding, and in fomekyeeling. Out of theſe three different man- 
ners ſhe hath made choice of the laſt to- be obſerved in this 
Country, and in ſome others, as the moſt humble z and ( as1 
ſaid 4 now ) - the moſt ſuitable to wretched finners, who 
come itito the preſence of the great and dreadful Judge of all 
the World, to receive by the hands of his Miniſters the Seal 
of the Rewiſſion of their S;ns, "not thinking it poſſible that any, 
upon ſuch an occaſion, ſhould ever ſhew too mach Har 4

3 I had forgotten to take notice of an objetion which is very fre- 
quent, and-generally firſt and laſt in the mouths of thoſe who are. 
contentions among us, againſt our Liturgy ; to wit, ſay they, That 
it hath been taken out of the 2daf-Book, and this goes far a ter- 
rible accuſation in the minds of weak and filly People. But-put 
caſe it were ſo, and that the ſame might be ſaid of our Ziturgy, 
that all of us, Proteſtants, ſay of our own Doftrine, that it is all 
to be found in the Behef of the Church of Rome: For,, we ſay, ſhe 
believes all that we believe (and we ſay it. with Truth)-but-we do 
nat believe all that ſhe believes. If thenit. may be concluded that 
our Liturgy is not good becauſe it is comprehended in the Maf- 
Book, or in the Breviary, we muſt bythe ſame reaſon inferr, That 
our Doctrine is unſound, becauſe ir is all to-be found in the Cour- 
cils, and in the Writings of the Dofors of the Romiſh Church. But 
if this laſt concluſion be not good, the firſt is no better, and ( in 
truth.) neither of them is, nor can be good, unleſs.it be upon this 
ſappoſition, That whatſoever is in the 2£ſal, in the Breviary, and 
in the Roman Comncils is bad and corrupt. But: that. were to lay a 
falſe principle :. for ſothe Lord*s Prayer, the +Moſtles Creed, and 
many Sentences of. Scripture which are yſed in- that 24/al, or 
in that Breviary,. as-alſo the Doftrine of the -Trimiry, of the [»- 
carnation, Paſſion, &c. which are 'comprehended -in the Councils, 
would a\\ of them be but Superſtitions and Herelies. Again, to 
oy that our Zitwrgyis naught, becauſe it hath been extratted out 
of the Maſc_Book or Breviary, if that were true, yet it is juſt ſuch 
an-Argumen t, as.if Men had hit Zuther and Calvin in the Teeth. 
with this, That they were Superſtitious Popiſh; Hereticks, . becauſe 
they. came, the one out of a Convent. from among Friars, . and the 
ether out of a Cathedral from the midſt of Prebendaries, who were 
all infected, with . Popiſh Hereſfies ;and Superſtitions: And would 
they not have had.great.cauſe to complain, if upon this —_ 
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they had'been always ſuſpected, rejetted,or condemned? Therefore 
as: they - were reputed ſound and orthodox inthat reſpeR, after 
their Doctrine had been examined, and nothing was found therein 
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ofthe Leaven of that of Rome, although they cameout of her Com- 


munion ; Let our Liturgy have but the ſame right done unto it ; 
let it be examined, and that, if they pleaſe, with exaCtneſs and 
the greateſt rigour ; but in conſequence, let it be alſodeclared in- 
nocent, if no harm be found therein ; though that fhoyld prove 
true, that it had been wholly taken out of the 24af-Book or Bre- 
vary ;, which will never be found to be ſo: For I dare fay, that 
among One hundred of them who ſo confidently affirm it, there 
15 not one that ever ſaw the ſal or the Breviary, or but knows 
ſo much as what the Books are. And if we ſhould put thoſe Books 
into their hands, that they might produce ſome proofs of thisraſh 
affirmation, which is ſo frequent in their mouths, they would be 
infinitely puzzled. They would not find either in the £f/al, or 
in the Breviary, that wiſe Oeconomy which our Liturgy uſcth in 
the reading of the holy Scriptures, nor thoſe excellent paſlages 
which ſets before our Eyes the greatneſs of our guilt towards God, 
and of his mercy in pardoning the ſame unto us ; which paſlages 
are placed in the very beginning of'it. They would not find there 


that godly exhortation to Repentance,and to the Confeſſionof our 


Sins in the preſence of God, which followeth immediately the 

reading of thoſe paſſages: Nor yet the Confeſſion of Sins, nor the 
Abſolution which follaweth the ſame ; for there is not one line of 

all this in the af-Book. The Ten Commanaments are not to be 

Found there, nor that Prayer which is made at the end of every 
Commandment which the Miniſter hath pronounced : Nor the Com- 
mination, nor ſeveral Prayers of the Letany or of the other Forms. 

But in it they will meet with the Lords Prayer, the Creeas, the 
Songs of Zachary, Simeon, of the bleſſed Virgin, and of ſome othets 
Whichare word for word in the Scripture, or are extraCted out of 
it, and are grounded upon the ſame, and were in uſe in the Primi- 
tive Chriftian Church before ever the 4af was hatclPd. And 
theſe our Reformer: did not believe they, were bound to reject, no 
more than many holy-and devour Prayers,. which are all directed 
to God.and fonnded Upon the merits of Chriſt our Saviour,thotigh 
ſuperſtitious Men had abuſed-theny by the mixture of their own 
corruptfancies, which, have been all of them cut, off. -For'in our 
Litmrgythere is not ( as I have hinted before) any Prayers to the 
Creature, or for the Dead, 6r any grounded upon the mary w

it ſelf ? And what wonld the Dutch Chnrches and thoſe of Haſſin 
ſay unto them, about their ſ#-ging of the Loras Prayer, and the 
Apoſtles Creed in meetre in their Aflemblies? Mightthey not as 
juſtly take offence thereat, as ſome do, becaufethe Creeds of #ha- 
_ aſms, and that of Nice are ſung in our Cathedrals? And what

thuania, and others of theReformed, farther fay unto'ſach, abou 
theiruſing the hs wary they call it, that isabont their frink- 
ling of -+. bog/wkes everal times when they Baptize them, to wit, 
once in naming the Father, once” in nammg\the Sor,  andonce in 
naming the Holy Ghoſt Þ.

Fanuarins In an Epiſtle of his upon this ſubject : That in all ys of 
that nature (which commonly vary according to places) there is no better 
Diſcipline for a grave and wiſe Chriſtian, than to do as he ſhall ſee done 
in all the Churches where he ſhall be;, For, ſaith he, whatſoever 15-n0t con- 
trary to Faith, or to good AManners, ought to be held for indifferent, and 
obſerved according to the company that one liveth with. Keep to this 
Rule, taking careful heed, *that you may never, by a Schiſmatical 
carriage, | confirm the common enemies of all Proteſtants, in the 
opinion which they ſeem to be poſleſt with, That we have as ma- 
ny different Religions, as different Countries and Liturgies. For 
the truth is,that every where there is ſomething to profit, provided 
we bring every where minds full of Humility, Docility, Attention 
and Devotion. [And I dare promiſe you that in the obſervation of 
*our Order, you will find as much, and I ſhould not err, if I ſhould 
ſay moreedification,than you willin any other. Inform your ſelves 
aright of theſe things, make trial of them, reduce them into pra-

Now if there hath 
been any amongſt you, who being no better informed concerning 
our Intention, and onr Diſcipline, than the 1/rathres werein times
